Feb. 16. — ("art - 
ful merchandising must he the 
watchword of the retail merchant 
in Kentucky in l r '21 if he expects 
to survive the trying conditions 
confronting the business world. 
This was the dominant note in 
'the address of Etigen,e J. Straus, 
president of the Retailers' Asso- 
ciation of Kentucky, delivered at 
the third annual convention here 
today. Mr. St trans held t.. the be- 
lief that business for the retail 
[merchant will steadily improve, 
hut he does not foresee an early 
return t<> boom times. 

The report of the secretary f»f 
the association showed an in- 
crease in membership during the 
past year from 600 to more than 
a thousand. This is considered by 
officials of the association to be 
a good showing in view of the 
fact that the association is only 
two years old and has had to con- 
j front unprecedented conditions 
'of depression among retail mer- 
chants, in common with all other 
branches of the mercantile busi- 
ness. 

Recommendations of tin legis- 
lative committee of the associa- 
tion which will be offered, it was 
stated, call for a united front 
[among retailers in regard to var- 
jtons bills dealing with merchan- 
dising that ma\ l>e introduced at 
Ithe next regular session of the 
Kentucky legislature. !t is ex- 
pected that active steps will be 
taken to combat any effort, such 
as has been made in the Texas 
■laturc and those of other 
■ states now in session, to compel 
the marking of wholesale prices! 
on merchandise sold by retailers, 
it was stated. 

Members of the association, it 
was said, would not oppose a law 
that would trul\ represent the 
cost o1 merchandise which they! 
sell and which they point out is 
[not-by any means represented by 
j t lie single item of w holesale cost. 
Other items, such as deprecia- 
tion, clerk hire, store rent, adc- 
[quate return on money invested 
ami a reasonable' allowance ■•for 
contingencies that occur in all 
business concerns, which, it is a - 
serted, often involve great loss, 
must be considered, it was inti- 
mated, before a proper retail 
price can be computed.
